INTRODUCTION- 


^^CCIDENT  fome  Time  Unce 
in  the  Purfuit  of  a very  dif- 
ferent Objedlf  put  me  in  Poffeflion 
of  a Medicine,  the  extraordinary 
Power  of  which  is  the  Subjedt  of 
the  followihg  Letter. 

I have  for  a fhort  Time  paft, 
made  Ufe  of  it  myfclf,  in  Cafes 
where  the  fmall  Blood-veffels  in 
the  Human  Body  have  been'  acci- 
dentally 
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( vii  ) 
dentally  opened,  the  Pain  of  which 
is  not  only  immediately  mitigated, 
but  flopped  the  Effufion  of  Blood 
in  the  mofl  fpeedy  and  effedlual 
Manner.

A Gentleman  who  is  not  more 
diflinguifhed  by  his  exalted  Sta- 
tion, than  by  his  profound  Know- 
ledge in  Philofophy  and  Medicine, 
to  whom  I prefented  a few  Ounces

of  the  Solution,  found  flmilar 
Proofs  of  its  Efficacy  in  two 
Cafes.  The  one,  when  a Ser- 
vant had  feparated  the  Blood-vef- 

fels^ 
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fels,  at  the  Wrift,  hy  a Fall,  in 
which  he  received  a large  Wound 

from  the  Bottom  of  a broken  Bot- 

/ 

tie;  and  the  other,  from  a Wound 
made  with  a Razor  through  the 
external  Jugular;  by  a Perfon  who 
was  infane. 


In  this  Cafe,  which  happened 
fome  Diftance  from  London,  the 
ElFufion  fprang  out  with  the  greateft 
Rapidity,  but  was  immediately 
flopped  by  a Pledget  dipped  in  the 
Liquid,  and,  no  Medical  Gentle- 
man ■ arriving  ’till  feveral  Hours 

after 
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'■  after,  the' Wound  was  then  found, 

$ 

clofed,  and  needed  no  other  ap- 
plication. 

Struck  with  the  lingular  Benefit 
fuch  a Styptic  would  prove  to  the 
Public,  in  cafe  it  could  be  brought 
into  general  Ufe  ; I applied  to  a 
Number  of  Gentlemen  of  Ex- 
perience in  the  Profefiion  of  Phyfic

Dear  Sir, 

I N addition  to  the  account  I have  al- 
ready fent  you,  of  the  feveral  experiments  I 
have  made  with  your  Styptic  on  the  large 
arteries  of  quadrupeds,  I now  communi- 
cate what  I have  obferved  of  its  effedts 
upon  the  human  body.  The  opportunities 
that  have  occurred  of  trying  it,  have  been 
only  two : the  firft  was  in  the  temporal  ar- 
tery, juft  above  the  ear,  which  I was  obli- 
ged to  divide  in  removing  a portion  of  the 
fcalp,  previous  to  the  application  of  the 

I 
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trefine  for  a fradure  of  the  fcull.  The  ar- 
tery in  this  patient  was  very  large,  and  the 
ftream  of  blood  ilTuing  from  it  very  rapid, 
and  of  confiderable  diameter,  infomuch  that 
I thought  it  a fair  opportunity  of  trying 
the  effea  of  the  Styptic,  fome  of  which  I 
had  in  the  hofpital.  I dipped  a fmall  por-  ' 
tion  of  lint  in  it,  and  applying  it  to  the  di- 
vided artery,  directed  the  houfe-furgeon  to 
hold  it  on  llightly  with  his  finger,  while  I 
proceeded  with  the  operation.  In  a very 
few  minutes  he  removed  his  finger,  and  the 
haemorrhage  was  completely  flopped ; nor 
did  it  return  during  the  refl  of  the  opera- 
tion, which  lafted  fome  time  on  account 
of  the  neceflity  there  was  of  making  perfo- 
rations in  the  cranium. 


It 
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It  may,  perhaps,  be  obferved,  that  the 
arteries  of  the  fcalp  ufually  flop  of  them- 
felves,  or  upon  the  application  of  dry  lint 
with  a flight  prelfure.  This  is  true  in  ge- 
neral ; but  ftill  every  one  knows,  that,  in 
removing  the  fcalp  previous  to  the  perfo- 
ration of  the  fcull,  the  fize  of  the  artery 
is  fo  various  in  different  perfons,  that  -we 
are  fometimes  obliged  to  fecure  them  with 
the  needle  before  we  can  proceed  in  our 
operation.  As  far  as  I can  judge,  the  ar- 
tery, in  this  infliance,  appeared  to  be  one  of 
that  fize  which  it  would  have  been  neceffary 
to  tie,  if  your  Styptic  had  not  been  ufed. 
Befldes,  theeffedl  was  fo  fpeedy,  in  this 
infliance,  in  flopping  a conflderable  flream 
of  blood,  that  I could  not  but  attribute  it 
to  the  power  of  the  liquid ; for  it  appeared 
to  me,  that  no.  fuch  cffedl  could  have  been 

C brought 
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brought  about  in  fo  fhort  a fpace,  either 
by  the  natural  contraction  of  the  artery, 
or  by  prefTure,  unlefs  it  had  been  conti- 
nued for  a longer  time. 

The  next  inftance  I tried  it  in  was,  in 
an  amputation,  below  the  knee,  of  the  leg 
of  a ftrong  mufcular  man,  at  the  Weft- 
minfter-hofpital,  in^the  prefence  of  a great 
number  (^f  perfons.  After  the  removal  of 
the  leg,  I ’applied  dolBls  of  lint,  dipped  in 
the  liquid,  to  the  large  arteries,  which  bled 
very  freely.  I held  them  on  for  the  fpace 
of  five  or  fix.  minutes,  after  which  I began 
gradually  and  carefully  to  foften  the  tour- 
niquet. The  haemorrhage  appeared  evi- 
dently to  be  reftrained,  though  not  entire- 
ly flopped } for  the  blood,  which  fecmed  to 

collect  from  various  fmall  vellels  of  the 

flump 
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flump,  only  fell  down  in  drops,  and  thofe  , 
not  very  frequent,  from  the  moft  depending 
part.  When  the  tourniquet  was  quite  ^ 
loofe,  thefe  drops,  for  a time,  did  not  fall 
fafler  or  thicker,  but  feemed,  indeed,  to 
be  lefs  frequent ; fo  that  we  had  fome  ex- 
pectation of  being  able  to  truft  entirely  to 
the  application.  But,  after  waiting  fome 
time,  as  this  dropping  ftill  remained,  and 
the  man  had  had  a previous  mortification  in 
the  limb,  and  was  therefore  unable  to  bear 
even  a fmall  accidental  lots  of  blood  fo  well 
as  a patient  under  other  circumflances 
might  have  done,  I thought  it  prudent  not 
to  rifque  the  matter,  but  removed  the  dof- 
fils,  and  fo  tied  up  the  vefiels.  Upon- ta- 
king away  the  doffils,  it  was  a circum- 
flance  proper  to  be  remarked,  tnat  one  of 
the  large  branches,  the  anterior  tibial  arte-

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ry,  appeared  perfedly  clofed ; and,  though 
excited  to  bleed,  by  moving  the  end  of  it 
to  and  fro  with  the  finger,  yet  it  did  not 
yield  any  blood,

who  received  immediate  relief  from  it.  Had

the  blood,  which  he  continually  brought 
up  from  his  lungs,  proceeded  merely  from 
a ru|itured  velTel,  I firmly  believe  your 
Styptic  would  have  proved  fufficient ; but, 
as  there  were  fymptoms  of  an  abfcefs, 
attended  with  a troublefome  cough,  it 
became  neceffary  to  apply  other  means  to 
remove  thofe  fymptoms,  which  occafioned 
' frequent  returns  of  the  bleeding. 

From  the  obfervations  I have  made  on 
the  effedls  of  the  Styptic,  in  various  cafes, 

I ap- 
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I apprehend  that,  where  it  may  be  brought 
into  contaft  with  a wounded  or  ruptured 
■veffel,  it  will  flop  the  bleeding  inftanta- 
neoudy.  In  cafes,  where  it  can  by  convey- 
ed by  abforption  to  the  affedled  part,  it  will 
alfo  have  an  almofl  immediate  effedt. 

I was  delired  to  vidt  a patient  of  Mef- 
'fieurs  Savage  and  Taylor,  a few  weeks  ago, 
feized  with  a moft  obftinate  hemorrhage 
of  the  nofe.  The  unfortunate  man  had  loft 
near  four  quarts  of  blood,  and  continued 
bleeding  at  'fuch  a rate,  that  a few  hours 
muft  have  put  an  end  to  his  exiftence. 
Every  method  had  been  tried  in  vain.  I 
direded  Mr.  Taylor  to  apply  your  Styptic 
and  make  the  patient  fnuff  fome  of  it  up 
his  noftrils.  It  ftopt  the  bleeding  in  an 
inftant,  without  any  return  ftnce. 


A few 


A few  days  ago  it  was  tried  in  a cafe, 
where  the  mafs  of  blood  was  fo  dilTolved 
and  broken,  that  the  whole  body  was  co- 
vered with  large  purple  fpots. 

The  blood  which  ftreamed  out  of  one  of 
the  patient’s  noftrils,  was  of  a blackifh  red 
colour  like  the  wafhings  of  putrid  fleih, 
too  thin  to  form  a coagulum. 

The  man  who  was  the  happy  objedl  of 
the  trial,  fnuffed  fome  of  the  Styptic  up  the 
affedled  noftril ; it  flopped  the  haemorrhage, 
prolonged  his  life  for  a fhort  time,  and,  if 
the  blood  had  not  been  in  fuch  a dreadful 
ftate,  might  have  faved  a very  valuable  life. 

• Give  me  leave  to  conclude  this  letter  with 
my  fincere  thanks  for  the  phial  you  were  fo 
kind  as  to  give  me  for  my  own  ufe,  and  with 
obferving  that  no  family  ought  to  be  without 

fo 
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fo  valuable  a medicine,  in  order  to  have  it 
ready  ‘ at  hand  again  ft  various  accidents, 
which  might  prove  fatal  for  want  of  im-. 

mediate  affiftance.  \ 

It  is  perfeaiy  fafe  as  an  internal  medicine, 

and  therefore,  in  all  cafes,  where,  from  any 
« - 

fall,  bruifes,  contufion,  or  any  unknown 
caufe,  blood  is  brought  up  'by  fpitting  or 
vomiting,  a few  tea-fpoonfuls,  taken  every 
two,  three,  or  four  hours,  will  certainly 
prove  effeaual.  Bloody  ftools  might  be  re- 
lieved by  mixing  it  with  clyfters. 

All  thefe  applications  ftiould  be  made 
under  the  dire^ion  of  medical  pradition- 
ers,  for  fear  of  imprudently  ftopping  fome 

critical  evacuations.

Dear  Sir,- 

I have  feen  repeatedly  the  effedts  ofyoiir 
Styptic  upon  the  divifion  of  different  ar-

for  me  faid  he  was  bleeding  violently,  of 

courfe  took  fome  of  the  liquid  ftyptic, 

which,  after  removing  fuch  applications  . 

the  people  of  ‘the  lioufe  had  procured, 

» * 

all  which  feemed  to ' have  no  elfe<5t,  I 
* • • • • 

cleared  every  thing  away,  and  fpunged  the 
wound  clean  f .then  applied  the  Styptic, 
imbrued  with  doffils  of  lint,  and  in  four 
minutes  the  bleeding  ceafed.  I applied 
fome  dreffings,  and  confined  the  whole  in 
with  a bandage,  and  it  never  bled  after- 
wards. It  may  be  necefiary  to  mention, 
the  quantity  of  blood  loft  previous  to  my^ 
attendance  was  at  leaft  a quart.  ^ The. 
wound  feemed  to  heal  perfedly  found, 
as  with  any  other  vulnerary.  Another  cafe 
that  occurred,  which  I will  give  you  a- 

recital  of,  is  of  an-  uterine  haemorrhage,

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which  had  continued  upon  a poor  woman 
for  five  months,  who  had  tried  a num- 
ber of  remedies  without  "effedt.  The 

f 

charge  at  times,  was  fo  great,  that  flie 
fainted  feveral  times  a day  : having  tried 
bark  and  other  medicines  of  the  ftyptic, 
and  cold  bath,'&C4  ventured  upon  twenty 
drops  of  your  Styptic  internally.  Not 
knowing  at  that  time  it  had  been  thus 

taken,  fhe  feemed  to  fay  fhe  found  no  in-

convenience  from  it,  therefore  fhe  took 
the  above  quantity,  every  four  hours,  in

I fliould  efleem  myfelf  unworthy  of  your 
future  friendfliip,  were  I to  omit  any  op- 
portunity of  informing  you  of  the  hngulaf 
efficacy  of  your  Styptic,  in  i cafe  which  I 
have  the  honor  of  conimunicating.

I was  fent  for,  to  attend  a poor  man,  who 
had  met  with  an  accident  as  he  was  reaping 
^ of  corn.  Having  cut  his  hand  with  a fickle, 
the  wound,  paffing  through  part  of  the 
Abductor  Pollicis,  had  divided  a branch  of 
the  radial  artery.  The  lofs  of  blood  had 
made  him  very  faint,  fo  that  I immediately 
foaked  fonie  doffils  of  lint  in  the  Styptic 
Solution,  and  applied  them  to  the  orifice 
of  the  divided  veffels.

' E wound

I N the  converfations  we  have  had  to- 
gether, on  the  fubjedt  of  your  Styptic,  you 
have  often  mentioned  that  many  perfons 
have  objeded  to  it  oh  the  ground  of  it’s 
doing  nothing  more  than  many  other  ftyp- 
tics  which  the  faculty  are  in  poffelTion  of, 
and  confequently  there  was  no  reafon  for 

giving 
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giving  it  any  preference.  At  the  fame 
time  you  have  frequently  urged  me  to  give 
you  my  opinion  of  this  in  writing,  which 
I do  with  great  readinefs,  from  the  obfer- 
vations,  which  the  frequent  trials  I have 
made  with  it  myfelft  and  thofe  which  I 
have  feen  made  by  others,  have  fuggefted 

to  me. 

In  order  to  draw  a comparifon  between 
your  Styptic  and  others,  it  will  be  neceffary 
to  inftitute  a ftiort  inquiry  into  the  nature 
and  efFeds  of  the  ftyptics  that  are  known 
and  in  common  ufe. 

Moft  of  the  liquors,  or  tincftures,  em- 
ployed for  the  purpofe  of  flopping  haemor- 
rhages, are  either  abfolutely  cauftic,  or 
poffefs  a greater  or  lefs  degree  of  pungency, 
which  occafions  confiderable  pain  m the 


ap- 
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application.  The  oil  of  turpentine,  one 

of  the  moft  effediual,  and,  at  the  fame  time, 

not  the  moft  fevere,  is  not  exempt  from 

this  defed,  of  which  I have  lately  feen  a 

remarkable  inftance.  Having  performed 

the  operation  for  a.  natural  phymofis,  the 

patient,  about  two  hours  after  I left  him, 

was  fuddenly  feized  with  a moft  violent 

haemorrhage,  of  which  their  was  no  ftgn 

at  the  time  of  the  oJ)eration.  Being  gone 

about  my  bufinefs,  and  at  fome  diftance 

from  home,  I could  not  get  information 

of  this  accident  till  three  or  four  hours 

after  it  happened.  In  the  mean  while,  the 

haemorrhage  continued  with  great  violence, 

fo  as  to  alarm  the  patient,  and  make  him 

very  faint,  he  was  under  the  neceffity  of 

fending  for  affiftance  in  the  neighbourhood .

A gentleman,  who  had  been  pupil  to  me, 

being 
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being  called  in,  readily  flopped  the  bleeds 
by  dreffing  the  wound  with  lint  dip- 
ped in  oil  of  turpentine.  When  I called 
about  three  o’clock,  my  patient  (a  young 
man  who  bore  pain  very  well)  complained 
of  his  having  been  in  the  mod  extreme 
agony  and  torture  for  three  hours  after  the 
application  ^ faying,  that  he  had  fuffered 
infinitely  more  than  from  the  operation. 
This  pain  had  only  begun  to  fubfide  about 
half  an  hour  before  I came  > and  when  I 
dreffed  him,  I was  not  in  the  lead  furprifed 
at  it,  for  the  fkin  of  the  prepuce  wherever 
this  efiential  oil  had  touched  it,  was  much 
inflamed  and  full  of  bliders.  The  infer 
ence  is  clear  ; had  your  Styptic  been  ufed, 
I am  convinced  it  would  have  redrained 
the  bleeding  as  effedtually  5 and  the  na- 
tural anguidi  of  the  wound,  far  from  being

fels,  and  for  fo  long  a time,  that  they  can- 
not- be  removed  without  jnuch  pain,  or 
without  endangering  a frefli  hasmorrhage* 
In  one  inflance  of  an  amputation  at  the 
metatarfus,  where  I had  ufed  the  fponge,

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I remember,  that  all  the  reft  of  the  wound 
was  healed,  except  the  fpot  where  the  fponge 
lay : this  alone  obftrudled  the  healing  for 
fome  time  5 and  I was  at  length  obliged  to 
cut  it  off,  little  by  little,  with  the  utmoft 
caution. 

Faynard’s  powder,  and  the  Lycoperdon, 

I have  tried  frequently,  and  am  fatisfied? 
although  they  have  fome  aftringent  power, 
that  their  efficacy  is  not  equal  to  that  of 

your  Styptic. 

Another  objedion,  you  tell  ine,  made  to 

your  Styptic,  is,  that  it  cannot  be  trufted 

to,  in  the  larger  arteries,  after  amputation. 

But,  the  perfons,  who  raife  this  objeftion, 

Ihould  recollea,  that  we  do  not  want  it 

for  this  purpofe.  Let  a ftyptic  be  ever  fo 

cffeaual,  I ihould  fcarce  think  a man  juf- 

tihed 
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tified  in  trufting  to  it  in  thefe  inftances, 
unlefs  he  ftaid  himfelf  with  the  patient, 
night  and  day,  for  three  days  after.

which,  it  frequently  happens,  either  from 
the  flate  of  the  patient’s  health,  or  of  his 
blood,  or  from  fome  other  circumflance,  that 
we  are  under  the  neceffity  of  repeating  the 
ligature  upon  feveral  of  the  collateral  bran- 
ches I as  would  have  been  the  cafe,  in  the

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inftance  I fent  you  an  account  of  lately, 
had  I not  ufed;  your  Styptic.  Now,  a 
ilyptic,  which,  after  the  large  arteries  are 
fecured,  prevents  the  painful  repetition  of 
the  ligature  upon  the  fmaller  branches,  and 
flops  the  bleeding  frorn  them,  without  cau- 
fing  the  le^^  pain,  and  without  any  fub-?

_ In  nafal  haemorrhages,  and  in  violent, 
and  fometimes  unreflrainable  bleedings 
after  the  extraction  of  the  polypus,  a pow- 
erful liquid  Styptic,  that  fliall  aCt  without 
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giving  pain,  or  caufing  irritation,  is  alfo  a 
» 

very  valuable  acquifition.  ' 

It  appears  likewife  from  fome  accounts 
fent  to  you  from  good  authority,  that  your 
liquid  has  been  applied  with  fafety  and 
fuccefs,  'as  an  inward  remedy,  in  fome  in- 
ternal haemorrhages  of  a very  alarming  na- 
ture. There  is  no  occafion  to  dwell  on 
it’s  pre-eminence  to  other  llyptics  in  this 
refpedl.  It  is  fcarce  poffible  to  determine 
how  extenfive  it’s  utility  may  prove  in  this 
view. — It  will  be  proper  to  try  it  in  uterine 
haemorrhages,  htemoptoes,  dyfenteries,  and 
internal  bleedings  of  any  part  from  con- 
tufions.  How  it  produces  its  effecfl  in 
thefe  cafes  is  not  eafily  afeertained  s but 
fads  admit  of  no  difpute. 

Upon 
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Upon  the  whole  then  it  may  fairly  be 
concluded,  even  admitting  that  your 
Styptic  cannot  be  trufted  to  in  the  larger 
trunks  of  arteries,  that  it  is  ftill  very  ex- 
tenhvely  ufeful,  and  preferable  to  any 
ftyptic  previoufly  employed;  becaufe  it 
gives  no  pain ; becaufe  it  is  free  from  the 
inconveniences  attending  upon  other  ftyp- 
tics ; becaufe  it  appears  to  be  more  power- 
ful than  moft  of  them ; and  becaufe  it  is 
fo  innocent  that  it  may  be  adminiflered 
with  fafety  as  an  internal  remedy.

The  following  cafe  occurred  to  me  about 
two  months  ago  : nothing  but  the  hurry 
* of  bufinefs  fhould  have  prevented  me  from 
comnmnicating  it  to  you  much  fooner. 

A poor  woman  living  at  Winchmore- 
Hill,  at  the  diftance  of  about  two  miles, 
being  advifed  to  fliew  me  a very  deep  ulcer 
which  file  had  on  the  interior  part  of  the 
left  leg,  came  to  Southgate  for  that  pur- 
pofe  in  a cart ; and,  in  flepping  out  of 
it,  ihe  ruptured,  in  the  centro  of  the 
ulcer,  a branch  of  the  interior  tibial  artery, 
if  not  the  trunk  itfelf ; for  the  ftream  of 
blood  was  as  large  as  any  I had  ever  feen 
in  amputation.  When  I was  called  down

SIR, 

A T different  periods  for  years  paft,  I 
have  been  troubled  with  a bleeding  at  the 
nofe ; a “hiemorrhage  from  that  part,  al- 
ways diflreffing,  was  the  more  fo  'to  me, 
as  it  generally  came  on  when  I fat  at 
table.  I have  ufed  various  applications, 
but  to  little,  or  no  effedt, 

A few  weeks  fince,  in  company  with 
Mr.  Boys,  a medical  gentleman  of  reputa- 
tion in  Berners-Street,  I related  to  him  my 
cafe  5 he  defired,  when  the  hasmorrhage  re- 
turned, I would  have  immediate  recourfe' 
to  Mr.  Rufpini’s  Styptic  Water. 

The  very  fame  evening,  as  I was  at  fupper 
with  the  above  gentleman,  the  part  bled 
again  with  its  accuftomed  violence.

I KN  O W not  if  any  cafe  fimilar  to  the 
one  I am  about  to  relate,  has  occured  to 
you  or  your  friends,  where  your  Styptic 
Water  proved  a remedy  3 indeed,  whatever 
your  private  opinion  may  be,  I do  not 
know  that  you  have  once  hinted  to  the

A young  lady  between  17  and  18  years 
of  age,  was  placed  under  my  care  for  a 
tumor  in  her  left  breaft,  caufed  by  the 
blow  of  a fchool-fellow,  and  which  had 
refifted  the  ufual  mode  of  domeftic  treat- 
ment ; had  alfo,  what  is  generally  called,

IDO  not  recolledt  one  inflancc 
in  the  account  of  your  Styptic,  wher^  its 
application  was  more  ftrongly  marked  with 
fuccefs,  than  in  the  following  cafe. 

John  Lambert,  alhipwright,  of  North- 
Fleet  in  Kent,  received  a wound  on  the 
fuperior  part  of  the  tibia,  which  pene- 
trated to  the  bone,  and  opened  a branch 
of  the  tibialis  antica ; after  many  appli-

JOHN  GROVER,  a tide-waiter,  be- 
longing to  the  cuftoms,  applied  for  my 


rl  in 
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advice,  concerning  a tumor  in  his  mouth. 
On  examination,  I found  a large  excref- 
cence,  arifing  from  the  exterior  gums  of 
the  left  fide  of  the  lower  jaw : it’s  bafe, 
comprehended  the  three  middle  dentes 
molares,  but  Its  body  extended  the  length 
of  the  five,  and  It  was  three  parts  of  an 
inch  thick.  It  had  been  ten  years  arriving 
at  this  fize,  and  during  the  laft  two,  had, 
at  times,  been  the  fource  of  very  great 

f 

diflrefs. 

Extirpation  was  recommended,  and  at 
length  agreed  to.  The  tumor  was  care- 
fully, though  with  fome  difficuly,  dif- 
onited  from  the  gums;  and  proved  of  a 
very  firm  cartilaginous  confiftence,  mter- 
fp;rfed  with  a honey  fubftance.  In  the 

operation,  the  artery  which  nouriflied  the 


tumour 
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tumour  was  divided,  and  threw  out  its 
contents  in  a continued  ilream  : I men- 
tioned this  to  my  friend  Dr.  Buys,  who 
happened  to  be  with  me,  as  a fair  cafe  to 
make  trial  of  your  Styptic  in,  and  he  co- 
incided in  my  -opinion.  The  liquid  was 
therefore  applied  according  to  the  direc- 
tions, the  bleeding  immediately  Hopped, 
and  the  wound  healed,  without  'further 
affiHance. 


— STUBBS,  a lad  about  fifteen 

years  old,  in  corking  a bottle  improperly, 
broke  it,  and  cut  his  hand,  a violent 
and  profufe  hasmorrhage  enfued,  which, 
by  lint,  flour,  and  tight  bandage,  was 
feveral  times  moderated,  but  never  en-

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tirely  ftopped.^  - At  the  expiration  of 
three  hours,  the  bleeding  returned  as  vio- 
lently as  at  firft  : the  dreffings  were  then 
-removed,  and  the  lad  declares,  the  blood 
'flew  upwards  of  a yard  from  him.  I 
was  now  fent  for,  and  my  affiftant  attend-

ed  in  my  abfence  j he  applied  fome  lint, 
moiftened  with  the  Styptic,  and  the  bleed- 
ing inftantly  ceafed.

The  wound  was  inflided  on  that  part 
of  the  hand  where  the  thumb  forms  the 
joint  with  the  bones  of  the  wrifl:,  and  the 
radial  artery  was  wounded  about  an  inch 
below  the  fpot  where  we  examine  the 
pulfei  It  is  ufual,  I believe,  for  the  ar- 
tery near  this  place,  to  give  ofl^  only  a 
branch  to  the  abdudtor  pollicis,  but  it 
often  happens,  (and  it  is  fo  in  a prepara- 
tion 
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tion  I have  now  before  me)  that  inflead 
merely  of  giving  off  a branch,  it  divides 
into  two  equal  portions : from  the  quan- 
tity ’ of  blood  that  was  loft ; the  large 
^ ftream  it  poured  out  in,  and  the  length 
of  time  the  bleeding  continued,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  means  that  were  ufed,  I have 
little  doubt  but  that  this  was  one  of  thofe 
cafes  j however,  whether  it  was,  or  was  . 
not,  the  fad:  is  clear,  that  an  artery  of 
fome  confiderable  fize  was  wounded,  and 
that  the  bleeding  was  ftopped  by  the 
Styptic,  after  compreflion  had  been  ufed 
in  vain.

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WILLIAM  LOWE,  a hearty  ftrong 
y©ung  fellow  about  feventeen  years  of  age, 
by  a fall^  on  board  a flilp,  received  two 
. wounds  on  the  head,  which  penetrated  to 
the  bone.  Symptoms,  indicating  a com- 
preffed  hate  of  the  brain  foon  came  on  > 
and  when  bleedings,  purgatives,  and  fu- 
dorifics,  had  in  vain  been  had  recourfe  to, 
I was  confulted.  There  was  no  time  to 
be  loft  in  applying  the  trephine,  and  a 
piece  of  the  Ikull  was,  therefore  inftantly 
removed.  One  opening  not  being  fuffici- 
ent,  it  was  ncceflary  to  enlarge  the  wound 
in  the  fcalp,  to  make  room  for  another  : 
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in  doing  of  which,  one  artery  in  particu- 
lar was  divided,  which  it  was  neceflary  to 
fecure  immediately,  as  the  patient  was 
evidently  much  too  low,  to  bear  even  a 
very  trifling  additional  lofs  of  blood.  I 
thought  this  a very  unfair  cafe  to  ufe  the 
Styptic  in,  as  there  was  no  opportunity  of 
confining  it  to  the  part  even  for  a minute, 
and  therefore  intended  to  ufe  the  ligature, 
but  as  I wifhed  to  obferve  the  aftringent 
cffeds  of  the  liquid,  independent  of  com- 
preflion,  I determined  to  make  the  trial, 
and  if  it  did  not  fucceed  immediately,  to 
take  the  artery  up  with  the  needle.  A 
piece  of  lint  well*  moiftened  with  the 
Styptic  was  then  laid  on  the  part,  and 
being  retained  about  half  a minute,  the 
cffufion  almofi;  immediately  ceafed ; nor 

did 
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did  it  return,  although’  the  lint  was  foon 
removed,  ^nd  the  part  frequently  and  fe- 
verely  rubbed,  by  the  violent  exertions  of 
the  patient..

— r-  DAVIS,  aged  about  forty  years, 
was  feized  on  the  2d  of  March,  with  a 
violent  haemorrhage  at  the  nofe,  which 
baffling  all  endeavours  to  fupprefs,  he  ap- 
plied to  the  late  Dr.  Robert  Bromfield, 
and  to  Mr.  William  Lucas,  who  ufed 
every  means  profefflonal  knowledge  fug- 
gefled,  to  give  him  relief,  but  without 
effect ; for  though  the  bleeding  was  fome- 
. times  a little  checked  by  their  application, 
it  ftill  continued  in  a great  degree,  and 
foon  returned  with  accumulated  violence. 
In  this  condition  he  languifhed  three  days,

by  degrees  was  leffened,  and  then  intirely 

flopt.  The  fame  evening  fhe  flept  well,

and  the  next  day  took  a tea-jfpoonful  of

the  Styptic  only  every  four  hours. 

She  continued  to  perfevere  in  the  ufe 
of  the  medicine,  till  the  24th  of  Septem- 
ber ; and  at  the  time  I was  writing  this, 
has  had  no  return  of  her  complaint,  though 
fhe  has  frequently  rode  on  horfeback, 

which 
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which  file  was  not  able  to  do  for  feveral 
.months  before.  Her  appetite  and  fpirits 
are  exceeding  good,  and  fhe  is  at  prefent 
free  from  any  kind  of  complaint, 

I cannot  upon  this  occafion  avoid  men- 
tioning, a recent  cafe  of  internal  haemor- 
rhage which  ended  fatally ; it  is  that  of 
^Mr.  John  Berbeck,  late  of  the  fhip,  Pre- 
fident,  belonging  to  Mr.  Brocklebank, 
Merchant,  atWigton,  in  Chefliire.  This 
yo'ung  man  returned  from  fea,  in  the  fum- 
mer  of  1785,  with  a rupture  of  a blood- 
veffel  in  the  ftomach,  which  brought  on 

1 

a dropfy,  for  which  he  was  tapped  feven 
or  eight  times. 

The  laft  operation  Teemed  to  relieve  him 
exceedingly  ; but  fome  time  after,  on  ri-

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ding  on  horfe-back,  he  was  again  attacked 
with  a violent  bleeding  from  the  ftomach, 
which  continued  till  the  next  day,  when  it 
terminated  his  exillence. 

I only  mention  the  cafe  of  this  unfor-* 
tunate  youth,  as  from  the  fuccefs  your 
medicine,  to  my  knowledge,  has  had  in  a 
fimilar  cafe;  I think  it  would  certainly 
have  prevented  his  dilTolution.

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March  lafl,  from  his  Majefty‘s  ihip, 
Grampus,  had  the  great  Toe  taken  off  ia 
the  articulations  of  the  iirft  and  fecond 
phalanx,  about  three  months  before,  on 
the  coaft  of  Guinea;  but  being  fcorbutic, 
the  fkin  had  retraced,  and  the  end  of  the 
ilump  was  covered  with  fungus  of  a car- 
tilaginous hardnefs,  invefting  the  artery. 

On  the  26th  of  April,  I amputated  with- 
in the  fkin,  fawing  through  the  fecond 
phalanx.  The  blood  gullied  out  in  a 
ftream  nearly  the  fize  of  a crow-quill,  to 
the  diftance  of  ten  feet ! I applied  a fmall 
doflil  of  lint  wet  with  the  Styptic  to  the 
mouth  of  the  artery,  which  my  affiflant 
retained,  whilft  I took  a fecond  doflil  from 
a fmall  portion  of  the  folution  in  a faucef 
behind  me ; on  turning  back  to  apply  it, 

N'  I found 
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I found  the  bleeding  was  already  intirely 
/topped!  You  can  hardly  conceive  an  ade- 
quate idea  of  my  furprife  on  this  unexpect- 
ed event. 

CASE  II. 

RICHARD  BILBY,  received  into  this 

•Hofpital  I ft  Auguft,  1785,  from  his  Ma- 

jefty’s  ftiip.  Ardent,  had  venereal  tumours 

in  fucceffion,  on  each  fide  of  the  os  fron- 

tis,  on  the  head  of  the  radius  and  ulna, 

corroding  the  fkin  with  a caries  of  the 

bones.  In  the  April  following,  the  tibia 

became  aftecfted,  attended  with  a profufe 

haemorrhage  from  the  arteries  between 

both  that  and  the  fibula.  Your  Styptic 

was  ufed  h^re  with  the  greateft  effed,  and 

the. 
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the  patient  was  difcharged  in  good  health 
the  July  following. 

CASE  III. 

. JOHN  LANGTON,  a feaman,  was 
received  in  this  Hofpital,  13  Feb.  1786. 
The  third  phalanx  of  the  third  toe  was 
laid,  bare  its  whole  length  by  a hurt  in 
the  month  of  May,  1785,  half  the  thick- 
nefs  of  the  bone  exfoliated,  confiderable 
haemorrhages  followed,  which  flopped 
immediately  on  the  application  of  your 
Styptic. 

This  man  was  afHifled  with  epilepfy; 
in  the  fits  he  bruifed  the  toe,  and  bled 
again  feveral  times.  The  ftyptic  on  thefe

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occafions  was  always  ufcd  with  fuccefs; 
and  he  was  difchargecj  perfectly  cured,

C A S IV. 

JAMES  WARNOCK,  a feaman,  aged 
58  years,  was  received  into  the  Hofpital, 
May  25,  1786,  from  his  Majefty’s  fhip, 
Pegafe.  In  the  night  of  the  24th  he  had 
been  attacked  by  three  men,  who  knock- 
ed him  down  with  large  rough  flints  tied 
in  handkerchiefs,  and  cruelly  beat  him 
afterwards  in  the  face  and  breaft.  The 
fuperior  and  external  part  of  the  os  frontis 
was  fradtured,  and  a piece  by  4 de- 
prelTed  about  half  the  thicknefs  of  the 
bone  at  the  edges,  with  a filTure  through

It’s  middle,  where  it  was  bent  down  the 
. whole  thicknefs  of  the  fcull,  and  a fmalL 
acute  angled  part  of  the  inner  table  beat' 
oiF,  and  forced  into  the  brain,  particles  of 
which  lay  on  the  hair  with  blood,  from 
an  artery  on  the  dura  mater ^ which  was 
wounded  by  the  fplinter. 

Over  the  right  eye  was  a large  ragged 
wound,  with  the  external  table  beat  into 
the  frontal  finus  (whence  I extracted  five 
fmall  pieces  of  bone)  and  two  filTures  run- 
ning into  the  fuperior  part  of  the  orbit  of 
the  eye. 

In  removing  the  fcalp  from  both  frac- 
tures, the  needle  was  rendered  ufelefs  by

the  ftyptic.

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The 'patient  had  bled  profufely’ before 
Mr.  Hedington,  furgeon  of  the  Pegafe, 
faw  him  and  flopped  the  haemorrhage; 
but  fo  foon  as  the  trephine  adled  on  the 
depreffed  Bone,  the  blood  flowed  again  fo 
freely,  that  I thought  he  would  expire  be- 
fore he  could  remove  it.  When  that  was 
accompliflied,  the  blood  continued  to  flow 
from  under  the  edge  of  the  firm  bone,  till 
the  Styptic  was  applied,  and  directly  flop- 
ped it.  On  the  28th  in  the  morning,  the 
pulfe  funk,  rigors  and  delirium  came  on, 
and  he  expired  on  the  29  th,  j 14  hours 
after  the  injury.

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CASE  V. 

ISAAC  KETTLE,  feaman,  aged  twen- 
ty-two, was  received  in  the  Hofpital  i8th 
July  1786,  from  his  Majefty’s  Ihip,  Me- 
diator, for  the  cure  of  a fchirrous  tefticle, 
occalioned  by  a fall  in  the  month  of  April 
before.

The  difeafe  was  rapidly  advancing  to  a 

Carcinoma,  when  I extirpated  on  the  20th 
of  Auguft,  having  laid  bare  the  fpermatic 
chord  from  the  abdominal  ring  to  the 
enlarged  Scrotum.  I found  I had  not 
room  to  divide  the  chord  firft,  therefore 
was  under  the  neceflity  of  dilTefling  up- 
wards, ■ and  in  this  was  greatly  incommo- 
ded by  the  bleeding  of  an  artery  leading

doffil  fteeped  in  the  ftyptic  intirely  pre-

JOHN  DAVY,  a feaman,  received 
from  his  Majefty’s  ftiip,  Saliftmry,  i6th 
June,  1786,  had  a complicated  frafture 
of  the  firft  and  fecond  phalanx  of  the 
fore  finger,  with  violent  inflammation 
extending  up  the  arm— He  was  of  a fcor* 
hutic  diathells. 

On  the  1 3th  of  September,  the  finger 
was  removed  at  the  articulation  with  the 
metacarpus.

haemorrhage  from  the  navel,  which  had 
the  appearance  of  a deep  ulcer,  about  the 
lize  of  half  a crown ; though  the  blood 

oozed  from  invilible  points  in  the  ulcer,

their  number  difeharged  an  alarming 
quantity  of  arterial  blood,  efpecially  as 
proper  means  to  ftop  it  had  been  ufed  in 
vain,  before  I faw  him.

week  ago,  I dreffed  the  whole  ulcer  with 

lint  moiftened  in  the  Styptic.

YOUR  favor  dated  the  3d.  inftant,  by  having 
been  mlflent  to  Winchefter,  &c.  &c.  did  not  reach  me  till  the 
nth,  fince  which  particular  bufinefs  has  prevented  me  from 
anfweriilg  it.  I was  in  town  the  beginning  of  lafl:  July,  and 
then  called  twice  on  you,  intending  to  have  given  you  the 
cafe  William  Buckland  willied  me  to  communicate  to  you, 
but  you  not  being  at  home  either  time,  and  having  fent  for 
a bottle  of  your  n^ofl:  excellent  Styptic  from  your  houfe, 
which  was  accompanied  with  one  of  your  pamphlets,  con- 
taining a great  number  of  different  cafes  from  gentlemen  of 
the  greatcft  refpedability  in  the  medical  and  chirurgical  pro- 
feflions,  wherein  it  had  uniformly  been  applied  with  all  imagi- 
nable fucccfs,  prevented  my  fending  the  following  one,  which 
I conceived  not  to  have  been  of  equal  importance  with  many 
others  contained  in  your  book.

amine the  pulfe,  and  divide  the  radial  artery,  in  an  oblique 
dlrediion,  but  perfcftly  through  the  veflel,  as  was  difeovered 
on  a careful  infpedion,  though  the  wound  from  having  been 
made  with  only  the  corner  of  the  inftrumeiit,  was  fmall,  the 
confcquence  as  might  be  expefted,  was  a very  profufe  haemor- 
rhage, and  though  his  mafter,  Mr.  B , a farrier  alfo, 

to  whom  he  had  been  carried  near  three  quarters  of  a mile 
farther  from  me  for  his  afliftance,  and  many  other  perfons  had 
tried  all  the  common  cuflomary  country  applications,  fuch 
as  flouer,  cobwebs,  tow  wet  with  oil  of  turpentine,  &c.  &c. 
together  with  bandage,  though  improperly  applied  below  the 
cubitus,  and  confequently  without  the  wiflied  for  effeft.  It 
is  fuppofed  by  the  time  I reached  him,  he  had  loft  near  three 
quarts  of  blood,  (though  I myfelf  could  not  think  quite  fo 
much)  and  indeed  his  appearance,  with  other  circumftances 
too  tedious  to  enumerate,  plainly  indicated  the  lofs  of  blood 
to  have  been  very  confidcrable,  yet  all  applications  hitherto 
had  been  ineffedlual,  though  the  bleeding  was  not  near  fo 
violent  as  it  had  been.  The  meflenger  who  had  been  difpatched 
for  me  in  a hurry,  brought  a very  imperfetft  account  of  the 
cafe,  which  I did  no  apprehend  had  been  nearly  equal  to 
what  I found  it.  I attended  inftantly,  and  faw  him  in  about 
an  houror  fomething  more  after  the  accident.  The  blood  be- 
ing in  fome  meafure  flopped,  I applied  a fuitable  bandage  above 
the  cubitus,  and  had  him  properly  conveyed  home  to  his 

maf- 
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mader’s  hou'e,  ami  then  cleared  away  every  thing  that  had 
been  before  applied  to  the  veflel,  loofened  the  l)andage,  and 
applied  doflils  of  lint  wet  with  the  tinft.  ftyptic  helvetii.  fuit- 
able  corrtprefles,  &c.  a fufficiently  light  bandage  to  reftraiix 
the  prefent  returning  copious  bleeding,  and  ordered  every  ne- 
ceflkry  care  to  be  taken  of  him  till  the  next  morning,  and 
that  if  the  bleeding  fliould  return  they  would  fend  to  me 
again  as  foon  as  pofliblc.

vcn  the  next  morning  he  was  brought  into  the  HofpitaI.>w^ 
Notvvithftanding  a tourniquet  was  on  the  flump,  and  fcrewed 
up,  there  was  a confidcrable  hteniorrhage,  fo  that  I was  under 
the  neceffity  of  removing  the  firft  drcflings  immediately.  Tp 
obferve  that  the  operation  had  been  well  performed,  would 
be  unnecelfar)'^,  but  for  the  puipofe  of  giving  you  an  adci- 
quate  idea  of  the  force  of  the  hsetnorrhage,  by  defcribing 
the  quantity  of  blood  difeharged  in  about  eighteen  hours. 
The  bone  was  fawed  off  above  the  infertion  of  the  deltoid 
mufcle,  the  arm  is  fifteen  inches  in  circumference,  and  there 
being  fkin  enough  preferved  for  its  edges  to  meet  in  a line  over 
the  face  of  the  flump,  leaves  a cavity  of  five  inches  in  dia- 
meter, and  two  inches  and  a half  in  depth  ; all  this  fpace 
was  filled  with  tenfly  coagulated  blood,  befides  the  ferous 
part  of  the  blood  which  had  efcaped  through  the  dreffings, 
and  a confidcrable  quantity  which  had  flowed  up  the  flump 
and  over  the  bandage,  and  run  down  his  back  and  fides. 

Having  removed  the  coagulum,  I perceived  that  the  Sur- 
geon had  been  obliged  to  fecure  with  ligatures  no  lefs  than  fix 
arteries  : and  that  this  large  quantity  of  arterial  blood  pro^ 
ceeded  entirely  from  the  hollow  cylinder  of  the  bone,  whence 
by  its  momentum,  it  had  forced  the  marrow  for  about  half 
an  inch  in  length. 

Some  fmall  doflils  of  lint  moiflened  in  your  Stypic  being 
ready,  one  was  placed  in  the  cavity  of  the  bone  the  inflant 
the  fponge  was  removed,  and  a fecond  on  that.

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The  drclTings  were  renewed  Tliurfday  morning  the  22.?, 
and  every  morning  fince,  without  the  leaft  appearance  of 
blood,  though  this  morning  he  complained  greatly  of  pleuri- 
tic pains.  However,  this  evening  I had  the  pleafure  to  find 
him  eafy  and  in  all  other  rcfpedls  as  well  as  can  be  expeflcd. 

So  foot!  as  I fa  w what  the  cafe  really  was,  I relied  on  your 
Styptic ; had  that  failed  me,  perhaps  the  iieceffity  of  the  oc- 
cafion  might  have  infpired  other  refources ; but  now  that  is 
over,  and  m my  cool  minutes  I confefs,  that  nothing

His 
anfwer  was,  “ He  was  in  a deal  of  pain  before  be  was  dref- 
cd,  but  was  eafy  now.”  “ But  did  it  not  fmart  when  the 
medicine  was  put  into  the  bone  ?”  His  anfwer  was,  “No, 
not  at  all.”  My  own  mind  was  to  much  engaged  to  permit 
me  to  think  of  pain,  but  I was  much  pleafed  that  the  quef- 
tion  was  alked  ; more  fo  with  the  anfwer,  which  indeed  was 
coniimied  by  his  fleeping  all  that  day  and  night,  e.\-cept  when 
thirfi  awakened  him,  but  then  he  fell  aflecp  diredlly  after 
drinking  : 'indeed,  though  I faw  him  feveral  times  a day, 

I had  no  opportunhy  of  fpeaking  to  him  till  Wednefday 
morning,  when  his  wife  arrived. 

I fee  that  I have  been  very  prolix,  but  1 have  more  than 
two  hundred  and  Twenty  patients  under  my  care  in  this  Hof- 

pital, 
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pital,  many  of  them  very  heavy  cafes ; you  will  therefore 
conclude  that  I am  too  much  fatigued  to  corred  that  and 
other  faults,  and  cxcufe  them  in

By  one  o(  thofc  revolutions  in  prafticc  which  frtq^ueqtlj 
happen,  the  lad  became  my  patient  j I found  it  necelTar^ 
to  devide  the  prelTure  ad  coronam  glaiidis,  and  knowing  th< 
efficacy  of  the  Styptic,  I did  not  fear  doing  it  in  the  upper 
part,  (though  the  lad  loll,  as  he  alTurcd  me,  three  quarts  of 
blood  before  your  Styptic  was  ufed  in  the  former  fmall  di- 
vifion)  I divided  the  artery  quite  in  the  middle,  and  the 
blood  fpun  freely  per  faltum ; but  my  affiftant  applied  the 
Styptic  inllantly,  and  not  two  ounces  of  blood  were  loffi, 
OH  my  honour'^  how  much  more  mull  have  been  loft  before  a 
ligature  could  have  been  applied,  and  in  all  probability  the 
life  loft,  as  he  was  fo  reduced  and  emaciated,  as  not  to  be  able 
to  Hand  or  fit  up,  from  the  great  previous  lofs.

DIRECTIONS 

for  using  the 

STYPTIC  SOLUTION. 

Take  a fufficient  quantity  of  Lint  to  cover  the  wound  ; Jet  it 
be  well  foaked  in  the  Solution  ; then  put  it  on  the  Part,  firft 
cleanfcd  as  much  as  polfible  from  the  blood,  or  the  Styptic  s.'ill  be 
wafhed  ofiy  and  it  cannot  produce  lb  g<>od  an  efftcl;  then  let  it  be 
kept  there  for  a fliort  time,  by  prelTing  it  lightly  with  the  fingers,  or 
the  hand.  Should  the  wound  bleed  afrelh,  the  application  is  to  be 
renewed,  with  the  fame  caution,  and  retatiied  by  the  moderate  pief- 
fure  of  a linen  roher. 

In  bleedings  from  the  nofe,  a fmall  piece  of  Lint,  being  dipped 
into  the  Styptic,  is  to  be  puflied  up  the  noftril,  and  if  the  bleeding 
does  not  immediately  ceaf'e,  a fmall  quantity  of  the  Solution  is  to 
be  injeQed  with  a fyringe.
